A Roar of Disgust at the General's Con- 


duct, Labor! Has a Scene with 


Jouast A Dreyfus Day 


Rennes, Sept. I—Immediately after 


the opening of the Dreyfus trial today 
Colonel Jouaust aroused interest by 
remarking, "Maitre Labori asked in- 
formation regarding certain witness 
characters." A letter read referred to 
the meeting of a German attache at 
the house of a mutual friend, Bodson, 
and there was cross examination re- 
llecting severely on reputation. 
The 


report was to the effect that Dubreuil 
never was a hoise dealer as claimed by 
M. Labori, that the character of the 
w itness was respectable. 


Nothing Suerlmlnntlns 


A groom named Germain deposed 


seeing Dreyfus at the German army 
manoeuvres at Alsace. 
Colonel Jou- 


aust questioned Dreyfus as to the effect 
of two testimonies unfavorable £o him. 
The next witness denied all that Ger- 
main said. 
Major Infreville followed 


and declared he never knew Dreyfus, 
so Germain's allusions to him were 
baseless. Captain Lemonnier of 
the 


headquarters staff with Dreyfus said, 
the prisoner told him he was acquaint- 
ed with certain German position be- 
cause he followed the Alsatian man- 
oeuvres. Dreyfus replied he was ac- 
quainted with Alsace because he spent 
his youth there, not because of the 
manoeuvres of the Germans.

Esterhazy documents dealing with ar- 
tillery and was unable to get them 
back, and Artillery Lieutenant Brugere 
testified it was easy for an. outsider to 
obtain particulars about guns. 


Koget liuderhanded 


General Roget asked to be confront- 


ed with the witness and said the latter 
wrote Cavaignac a violent letter of 
resignation,, which declared it was a 
disnonor to serve in the French army. 
The declaration caused a scene. Bru- 
gere, turning to Roget, cried, "I pro- 
test against General Roget's words, l! 
affirm I never said such things." Roget 
backed down, raying, "Well, that was 
the general sense of the letter." A 
roar of disgust went up at this under- 
handedness on the part of the general. 


Labori Accusse* Jomvunt 


M. Labori had an animated discussion 


with Colonel Jouaust, the former read- 
ing a Better signed "Corningue" setting 
forth that the firing manual had been 
copied by a man referred to aa "A" 
"B."

statement Labori then asked to ques- 
tion Major Laiath. Jouaust refused. M. 
Labori, waved down a second time, 
cried, "You suppress all awkward ques- 
tions." (Sensation.) 


Dreyfus Asked No Questions 


General Sebert followed and proved 


a trump card for Dreyfus. Concluding 
he said fearlessly, "I am happy to have 
had strength to carry here my stone to- 
wards the edifice of reparation which 
the court is building up with so much 
care and confidence, while holding it- 
self aloof from outside passion." 


Major Ducros deposed he knew Drey- 


fus and offered him certain information 
but pointed out that Dreyfus never 
asked him a question although pos- 
sessed of interesting information, not- 
ably the particulars of hydro-pneumat- 
ic brake. 
, 


There was more support in the de- 


position of Major Hartmann, who said 
the man who wrote the bordereau did 
not know what he was writing about 
since he spoke of "120 short" gun wr'ien 
he meant "120 long" gun. 


Should Be Pleased 


Colonel Jouaust asked the major to 


refrain from technical details about the 
artillery as much aa possible, evidently 
fearing he might reveal the secret ser- 
vice. The evidence directed entirely to 
show Dreyfus was not the author of 
the bordereau, that the artillery infor- 
mation mentioned therein was ac- 
cessible to many officers in 1891. 


So far as the depositions are con- 


cerned, Dreyfus certainly had every 
reason to be pjeased with the proceed- 
ings. 


A VERV LA1TIE EXCUSE 


Olfcred by Lebrnn-Bcnanlt for Not Re- 


lating Dreyfus' "Confession" 


Rennes, Sen*. 1.—When the court- 


martial of Captain Dreyfus was resumed 
this morning Major Dubreuil took the 
stand. 
On Aug. 23, Major Dubreuil told 


a story of Dreyfus meeting a German 
attache at the house of one Bodpon. The 
cross-examination of Dubreuil reflected 
severely on bis reputation, and today 
he produced documents to show that he 
was an honorable man.

Colonel Jouaust, 


president of the court, questioned Drey- 
fus upon this testimony. 
The general 


effect of the testimony was rather un- 
favorable to Dreyfus.

• ' Loridon, Sept. 1.—The Dally Chronicle 
publishes the following from Cape Town: 
ft is rumored here that Sir Alfred1 Mil- 
.ner. governor of the Cape Colony, con- 
templates dismissing the Scheiner min- 
istry under his special powers. If he 
does, it is feared that a rebellion will 
break out, a« the Dutch -vould 'believe 
that Great Bntuin is again forcing Cecil 
Ithocles to the front. 


The ru»nor that the Schrelner ca-binet 


would be dismissed caused an unusual 
opibode in thp house of assembly. 
Mr. 


Rhodes 
asvked for a speedy passage 


of the estimates, in order to enable him 
to go to Rhodesia- 
The other leaders of 


the opposition supported the demand, 
but the Ministerialists, fearing that the 
completion of the estimates would bo 
the signal for their downfall, declined to 
be forced, and, after the passage of a 
few votes, the house proceeded to other 
business. 


The very strong feeling of the Dutch 


element in the Cape Colony evidently 
Influences Mr. Chamberlain to do every- 
thing possible to avert a rupture, and 
explains the further endeavor, after a 
conference at Cape Town, tq arrange for 
the constitution of an arbitration court, 
and to deal with the question of suzer- 
ainty, which, rather than franchise now 
takes the leading place in the contro- 
versy. 


Portugal's action in permitting the 


transit of the ammunition, consigned to 
the Transvaal, by way of Delagoa bay 
occasioned some surprise at first, but 
after the action of the Cape government 
and until an actual state of warfare e'x- 
ists, it is recognized that the Portu- 
guese government could hardly have 
acted otherwise. 
The British papers 


now solace themselves with the remark 
that England can easily prevent such 
shipments, if a crisis demands extreme 
measures, and that the action of Portu- 
gal does not imply unfriendliness to- 
ward Great Britain. 


The Standard, however, says: 
Dip- 


lomatic dalliance only postpones the evil 
day, and prepars for us a still severer 
conflict. 
Until we resort to decisive 


measures, every day adds to the of- 
fensive and defensive strength of the 
Boers, anf proportionately fosters their 
Infatuated belief in their own invinci- 
bility, which lies at the root of their ob- 
duracy. 
Thus we are confronted with 


an exceedingly grave question. 


The Daily News says: Mr. Chamber- 


Iain's dispatches 
exhibit a game of 


patience, almost in the aspect of comedy. 


The special dispatches from Johannes- 


burg express the belief that the volks- 
raad will oppose President Kruger's go- 
Ing to Cape Town. 


The entire correspondence between the 


imperial and Transvaal governments 
was read in open session at Pretoria 
yesterday, and President Kruger asked 
the raad to meet secretly for the pur- 
pose of considering a reply. 


President Kruger also claimed that in 


the convention of 1851 the suzerainty of 
Great Britain was distinctly stated. 
But, he added, there was no mention of 
it in the convention of 1884. He denied 
that the government had excluded the 
British from political rights. 


A member of the executive council ex- 


plained that when the Transvaal's reply 
to the joint commission dispatch was 
ready the state attorney interviewed the 
British diplomatic agent, Conyngham 
Greene, in consequence of which the last 
reply framed held that Mr. Chamber- 
lain's dispatrh was no reply to theirs. 
Mr. Greene then cabled to Great Britain 
certain suggestions, to which Great Bri- 
tain replied that if the Transvaal made 
similar proposals they would be con- 
sidered on their merits. This was the 
reply containing the alternative pro- 
posals of Wednesday. 


The Transvaal's note to Great Britain 


offering the five-year franchise and the 
other concessions was strongly worded 
and explained that the concessions were 
made with a sincere desire fully to settle 
all differences, to put an end to strained 
relations and to avert a disastrous war. 
Therefore, a prompt answer was re- 
quested. 


The note of Conyngham Greene in re- 


ply was conciliatory and tantamount to 
an acceptance of the five-year offer. 
It 


agreed to waive the suggested commis- 
sion of inquiry, provided a representa- 
tive, to be appointed by Sir Alfred Mil- 
ner, should be given facilities in Pre- 
toria to make an investigation of the 
franchise question and provided the re- 
port of such representativ2 should prove 
satisfactory. Otherwise the Transvaal 
government was requested to await fur- 
ther suggestions from the imperial gov- 
ernment before submitting new pro- 
posals to the volksraad. Mr. Greene's 
note in conclusion suggested a further 
conference at Cape Town.

Purporting to Give Inner Secrets Which Will 


Throw Light on Dreyfus Case. 


Atlanta, Sept. 1.—The Jewish Sfnti- 


ment torlay prints a story bearing on the 
Dreyfus trial. Several statements, ap- 
parently new, are given, together witn 
names of those who are said to bp in 
.•possession of 'information which will 
throw nf-w light on the trial. Kbr ths 
first time, it is believed, the mode of 
carrying the documents fium the French 
war ofTW to the German government is 
givt'H. It shows that dolls were used as 
the means of conveyance, and that the 
papors went first to England and thenice 
to Germany. The identity of the "veiled 
lady" is also made known. 


The story which The Sentiment prints 


cornps from a man v:ho was employed 
several years ago by the German gov- 
ernment as a, document translater and 
maker of relief maps and who, after 
rjuitting Germany, peived in the United 
States army during the war with Spain. 
He shows his discharge papers, which 
denote that he was a staff officer. 
The 


informer says he was born in Denver. 
He tells the following rtory: 


"I was translater of documents at the 


gr'-at staff headquarters at Berlin. 
I 


never heard the name of Dreyfus men- 
tioned in connection with the Fiench 
war -office merchandise shipped to the 
above address via Belgium and London. 


"I translated the information regard- 


ing gun No. 120. The original document 
never left the French war office, and the 
copy could only have been given out 
through the direct agency or conniv- 
ance of a chief of department. Dreyfus 
was unknown at the German secret 
service bureau from 1890 to 1894. The 
plans, specifications and details of gun 
120, of the Robin .shell and of the French 
war vpsfols .Taurogulberry, Charles Mar- 
tp| and Inx&r Cnrnot, together with the 
plan» for mobilization, were purchased 
through Germany's err)'ba.s«y In Paris,

tenant Colonel Brongnlart, who eits at 
Colonel Jouaust's right hand anel always 
put* pointed questions. He has thor- 
oughly studied the Dreyfus case and is 
reputed to be one of the best authorities 
on the case. It Is certain ColonelJouaust 
consults him frequently during the pro- 
ceeding's. Brongniart is said to be a 
rabid anti-Dreyfusard, and he yester- 
day, in a quiet *one, asked Colonel Guerin 
if he thought M. Weyl, who is a friend of 
Esterhazy, also knew Dreyfus. The 
latter at once arose and declared he had 
never betore heard of Weyl. The point 
of this question was that Esterhazy has 
written to Colonel Jouaust, 
as an- 


nounced, and has 
undoubtedly men- 


tioned Weyl^as. a go-between for Drey- 
fus. 
This is the person referred to in a 


previous dispatch a^ "V,"a mistake for 
"W." It relations' can 'be proved 'be- 
tween Dreyfus andriWeyl, and Ester- 
hazy admits obtain/tig treasonable in- 
formation from Weyl, then he rould as- 
sume Dreyfus was a traitor. The gen- 
erals, if sufficient evidence of a Dre? fus- 
Weyl-Esterhazy connectior can b<» pro- 
duced, can abandon the contention that 
Dreyfus wrote the bordereau and admit 
Esterhazy is the author of it. This is, 
possibly, the change of tactics on the 
part of the generals which has been 
hinted at recently. 


Dreyfus went through another crisis 


yesterday, when,-after Captain Lebrun- 
Renault and witness after witness had 
brought up before' him again that cold 
January morning which ushered in the 
scene of his degradation, Major Forzi- 
netti told, in simple words and unaffected 
manner, the story of Dreyfus' struggle 
with thf maddening temptation to take 
his life and the intervention of his wife, 
pointing out the'road of duty. Then 
again the prisoner's breast heaved with 
emotion and tear drops trickled down 
his cheeks. He rose and, after a forced 
effort to remain calm, as he spoke a few 
words concerning his denial to De Clam 
that he wrote the bordereau, he turned 
to Forzinetti with a look of thanks for 
his consolation, and said: 


"There is a matter wnich Major For- 


|inf-tti has just recalled, which has great- 
ly moved me, and which I wish to recall, 
for I wish to say to \\ horn I owe the fact 
that I have done my duty and to whom 
I owe having done it fnr five years, after 
my condemnation. I had determined to 
kill myself. I had made up my mind 
not to undergo the frightful torture of a 
soldier from whom they wished to tear 
the insignia of honor. Well, then, let me 
say this: That, if I went to that torture, 
I can say here that it was thanks to Mme. 
Dreyfus, who showed me my duty, and 
who told me that if I was innocent I 
ought to go to it for the sake of her 
and her children. If I am here, it is to' 
her I owe it, my colonel." 


Here Major Forzinetti said: 
"It is 


quite true. In his last interview with 
his wife, Dreyfus said: "For her and for 
ny children I will undergo the tortur^ 
tomorrow." 


The declaration of Dreyfus that his 


life was due to "his wife deepl3r stirrecl 
all his hearsrsn'He spoke in a broken 
voice, with emphatic gestures, swaying 
to and fro with emotion, and when he 
h.ad finished he sat down abruptly, evi- 
dently to conceal his discomposed feat- 
ures from the gaze of the spectators in 
court, who, when he is seated, are only 
able to see the back of his seat. Tears 
were glistening in his eyes, and he was 
clearly suppressing an outburst of sob- 
fcingr. 


Big Monopoly In Coal. 


Cleveland, Sept. 1.—The Pittsburg rail- 


road and coal mine combination has been 
formed. The new corporation 
is the 


Pittsburg Coal company, and its capital 
etock is $84,000,000. It has practically 
absolute eontrol of the docks and coal 
loading plants; of the Great Lakes, and 
has a monopoly on all the outlet to the 
coal markets of the east, west and north- 
west. There is an understanding be- 
tween this combine and the combine of 
the river coal interests of the Pittsburg 
district, so that neither will encroach 
upon the territory of the other, thus 
putting the Pittsburg district, with its 
output of 22,918,804 tons of coal last year, 
In the hands of two great concerns.

Many Cities Declare In Favor 


of Revolutionists. 


Victories Thus Far Have All Been Stamped 


With Popular Approval. 


Puerto Plata, Sept. 1. — President 


Figuereo of the Domini.-an republic has 
abdicated, but it is eaifl in well informed 
circles that he abdicated in favor of 
Jiminez. Fr«sldPtH Figuereo yielded his 
executive authority to his council of 
ministers. Official notice of the change 
In administration has been received from 
the capital hy General Imbert, who is the 
provisional governor of this city by 
direction of the revolutionary committee. 
With the fall of Figuureo the revolution 
Is victorious. 


On Aug. 28 General Manuel Cocro, 


government delegate, and Citizen Em- 
ilio Cordero, sxn'^rnor of the district of 
Puerta Plata, who said they were in- 
spired by patriotic and humanitarian 
ideas, turned the city over to the mu- 
nicipal council. 
The council in turn 


turned it over to Generals Imbert and 
Juan Garridf*, and the other officers of 
the revolution. The transfer took place 
in the presence of the consular corps, 
prominent citizens and a large number 
of the people. Popular demonstrations 
followed. The revolutionary chiefs were 
complimented on their signal victory 
and their wish to sustain the will of the 
people. 
The revolutionary chiefs eu- 


logized the authorities. 


General Garrido was appointed com- 


mander-in-chief, General Imbert gov- 
ernor general, and 
General Eugenio 


Billanueva town major. 
Other local 


officials were named. 
The former gov- 


ernment officials, having- approved of 
the program of the revolutionary party, 
will remain at their posts. 


Not a drop of blood was shed in the 


district of Puerto Plata. Puerto Plata's 
declaration in favor of the revolution 
was accompanied by a popular demon- 
stration. 
The streets were alive with 


flags, standards and music, and in the 
evening- were brilliantly illuminated. A 
civic procession, representing- all classes 
of the population, did honor to the pa- 
triotism and honesty of General Cocco 
and former Governor Emilio Gordero. 


The garrison offered 
a remarkable 


tribute to General Cocco. 
The assistant 


governor, in formally delivering- to Gen- 
eral Cocco the public territory, referred 
to his known probity and political vir- 
tues, together with his modesty of de- 
meanor, in eloquent terms, which were 
constantly interrupted by the populace 
with cries of "Long live Don Manuel 
Cocco," "Long live the father of his 
people." 


The revolutionists on Wednesday es- 


tablished a provisional government in 
the city of Santiago, with General Vas- 
quez as president, and General Caceres 
as minister of war. 
The revolutionists 


entered Santiago Tuesday evening. Gen- 
eral Popin, former governor, having- ac- 
cepted the guarantees offered by Gen- 
iral Vasques. the revolutionary leader. 
The victory was all the more significant 
because stamped with popular approval. 


What has happened at Santiago and 


Puerto Plata is typical of what is hap- 
pening at other points along- the eastern 
boundary. 
The civilized methods with 


which the change is beinsr effected prom- 
ise an e^rly peace, with all its advantages 
to the agricultural interests.

New York, Sept. 1.—The American

nent organization by the election of the 
following officers: Albert G. Spalding, 
president; George Pope, first vice presi- 
dent; J. E. Bromley, secon* vice presi- 
dent; A. L. Garford, treasurer; C. W. 
Dickerson, secretary. For the purchase 
of the various plants there will'be issued 
$10,000,000 5 percent, 20-year-old deben- 
ture bonds; $10,000.000 7 percent preferred 
stock and $20,000,000 common stock, leav- 
ing in the treasury ample means for the 
purchase of such .additional" plants" as 
may be desirable and for the extension 
of the business, especially in foreign 
countries.

It has been re- 
ported to the police that Bussy and Pitts 
had a fight on Monday, and after Pitts 
was injured, as it proved fatally, Bussy 
disappeared. The particulars of the 
Buarrel.are not known here.

American horses as well as manu- 


factures are making inroads upon .the 
Ootinan markets and are giv'atf flie 
subjects of Emperor William 
some 


concern, says the Washington corre- 
spondent of the Chicago Tribune. Con- 
sul Winter, at Annaberg, In dealing 
with the importation of horses into 
Germany 
sends an article from the 


Hamburger Nachrichten which says: 
"Importations 
from 
America 
have 


caused the horse raisers of Holstein 
to suffer much of late. A stock com- 
pany has just been formed in BeKlin 
for tho express purpose of importing 
horses from the United States. The 
Americans have succeeded in breeding 
n horse which compares favorably in 
every way with the Holstein animal, 
especially in those points so highly 
prized in a work horse—namely, broad 
hips and large build generally. 


"The 
best markets for Ilolstein 


horses have always been the provinces 
of Saxony, Thuringia and Brunswick. 
The demand is created by the large 
sugar factories. 
These markets have 


been decreasing of late, owing to 
American horses being purchased in 
Berlin. 
A few days ago this Berlin 


company shipped a drove of 80 through 
Hamburg en route for Milan, Italy, 
where they are to be used on the tram- 
ways. 


"Almost every week c, long freight 


train « filled with American horses 
leaves the Berliner Bahnhof for va- 
rious parts of Germany. In spite of 
expensive freight and a tariff of $7 
per head the Americans have built up 
a respectable competition in the Ger- 
man market."

w 


HEN the dog days come and the 
other members of the family are 
enjoying a slight slackening in 


the energy of their application to work, 
there is no reason why the housewife 
ehould not prepare to take a semivaca- 
tion, if not by altogether laying down 
her household duties at least by light- 
ening them. In most homes of the 
ordinarily well to do, which in these 
days of trusts and multimillionaires is 
the majority of the great American 
public, most of the cooking is done by 
the feminine head of the household. 
Now, broiling over a hot range is about 
the most intense physical discomfort 
Which one can imagine this side of Tar- 
tarus, and a few weeks of a milder slav- 
ery would make wife or mother look 
like another being. In the summer the 
lords and masters of the house can as 
well as not dine at a restaurant, and, 
•ven if they cannot, the dainties that 
can be served on the chafing dish are 
toothsome enough to satisfy any one. 


The cost of chafing dishes, now that 


they are so common, is very little. Sil- 
ver or sliver plated chafing dishes are 
for the very few, but almost any one 
can afford a nickel, copper, brass or 
enameled one. As copper and brass are 
hard to keep clean, nickel or enameled 
ware make the best chafing dishes 
where a moderate priced one is wanted, 
for they can be easily cleaned by wash- 
Ing in hot soap water and wiping dry 
with a cloth, after which they may 
be polished with flannel or a chamois 
•kin. 


The chafing dish consists of three 


parts—the upper pan, the hot water pan 
and the lamp. The hot water pan is 
used when viands which are cooked at 
.a low temperature, such as eggs, are 
being prepared or to keep ftie delicacy 
In the upper pan wrfrm for a second 
nerving. The pan is supplied with two 
handles, by means of which it may be 
lifted on and off the stend. The upper 
pan, sometimes called the blazer, is 
more often used without than with the 
lower one. It has a long wooden handle 
for convenience in handling. 


The lamps should always be care- 


fully regulated, the flame of the wick 
being manipulated by metal slides 
guarded by a screw. The better quality 
of alcohol Is the safest for use, of 
course. When the lamp is placed upon 
the table to prepare any dainty, it is a 
good plan to stand It on a tray, so that 
in case a draft should blow the flame 
about there w!/l be no danger that It 
will do any damage. A long handled 
wooden spoon Js needed for cooking, 
•nd there should be measuring cups, for 
to attain the be°t results accuracy is 
necessary, Seasonings and condiments 
•hould be near at hand when the cook- 
ing Is done, and most of the ingredients 
way be mixed before they are put in 
the pan. The chafing dish may be car- 
ried out on the rear porch, if there is 
•ne, or Into the laundry, and the cook- 
ing done ther-j on very warm days. 
The flame from the alcohol lamp throws 
off very little heat—that Is to say, little 
In comparison to that made bv an oil 
"itove or a rnnjr<»,

There are a number of things which 


it is convenient to have on hand for 
use with the chafing dish. One of them 
is fluid extract of beef, to be used in 
the making of soups and sauces; a can 
of condensed milk, to substitute for 
ordinary milk; tomato and mushroom 
catsup, anchovy paste arid similar 
preparations consisting of condensa- 
tions of flavors likely to be needed in 
the cooking.

a few minutes in hot water. 


To prepare beefsteak a la mode, have 


a pound of steak cut about an inch 
thick; place it in the chafing dish, in 
which a couple of lumps of butter have 
been previously melted. Let the meat 


Poached eggs are cooked by breaking 
them, one by one, very 
• carefully in 


the hot water in the blazer, then cov- 
ering this and letting- it stand in the hot 
water pan. until the whites are firm. 
The eggs are removed, sprinkled with 
salt and pepper and served with toast. 
Scrambled eggs are cooked much as on 
an oil stove. 


TO MAKE GOOSEBERRY JEILY.

DOING THE FAMILY COOKING WITH A CHAFING DISH, 


An invention useful with the chafing 


dish is a wire toaster for toasting bread. 
There are various other small con- 
veniences to be seen in the shops where 
the dishes are sold, but which there la 
no space to mention here. 
t 
A few recipes for use with the chafing 


dish are given herewith; experience will 
teach any intelligent woman the best 
way to cook food in the biazer. 


To prepare lamb chops, wipe the 


chops carefully, as for ordinary cook- 
ing, trim off the fat, as usual, and, after 
the blazer has been rubbed with fat 
or butter the chops should be placed 
over the lamp, seasoned and allowed 
to brown on both Bides. Six or eight 
minutes of alternate exposure of each 
Bide to tho fire will see the meat well 
done. The chops'should then he drained 
and spread with softened butter. When 
they arc to be breaded, they should be 


cook slowly, and when it is browned, 
which should be in about ten minutes, 
pour over it a stock composed of a 
dessertspoonful of hot water mixed with 
a dessertspoonful of beef extract. The 
meat should be allowed to simmer In 
this for several minutes more. Then the 
juice of a lemon should be squeezed 
over it, and it should be served with 
slices of lemon and sprigs of parsley. 


Eggs are very easily cooked in a 


chafing dish, and many unique ways of 
preparing them are cited by authorities, 
but moat of these are too highly spiced 
or peculiar in preparation to be tried 
by the amateur. To prepare soft boiled 
eggs, see that the water is boiling in 
the lower pan; then bring tho blazer 
to the boll and place the eggs In that, 
and cover the pan and put It on the 
lamp over the other pan. Let the eggs 
remain for seven PC eight minutes. 


Oysters are thought never to taste 


so well as when prepared on the chafing 
dish. This is because they can be serv- 
ed as soon as cooked. For-a nice fry, 
take a number of fine large oysters and 
drain and place them on the buttered 
chafing dish, which should be quite hot. 
The oysters should be turned as fast 
as one side browns. Butter should be 
added during the cooking, as it adds 
flavor. When done, the oysters should 
be seasoned and served at once. 


To make 
creamed oysters, drain 


enough of the bivalves to fill the pan 
in a single layer. Put in the pan about 
a cup of milk, take three tablespoonfuls 
of butter and five of (lour and gradual- 
ly add to the mixture. When It boils, 
season with salt, pepper and celery 
sauce. Add the oysters, and 
serve 


when they are heated. 


Cook vegetables as they arc prepared 


ordinarily, but, as the chafing dish 
cooks more rapidly than an ordinary 
fire, they must be watched more care- 
fully. Almost anything except broiling 
or roasting; can be done on a chafing 
dish,

jar, cover It closely and stand the jar 
in a saucepan containing sufficient boil- 
ing water to reach two-thirds up the 
jar, and let the water simmer until all 
the juice is drawn from the fruit. Then 
pour off the juice, and either let it drip 
slowly through a jelly bag or cover a 
fine hair sieve with muslin and pass 
the juice through it; allow plenty of 
time for the operation and take care 
not to press the fruit, or the jelly will 
not be clear. 


AVhen all the juice has been strained, 


measure it and allow one pint of red 
currant juice (drawn according to the 
directions given above) to every four 
pints of gooseberry juice and one pound 
of cane sugar to each pint of mixed 
juice. Put the juice into an enameled 
preserving pan and let it boil for 20 
minutes before adding the sugar; this 
will help to preserve both the color and 
the flavor of the fruit. Crush the sugar 
and spread it between sheets of paper 
and let it get quite hot in the oven; 
then stir it into the juice and boil until 
the jelly is done, carefully removing the 
scum as it rises, which will be known 
by testing it. 


After the preserve has boiled for 


about 20 minutes pour a little of it on 
to a plate, which should be surrounded 
by cold water; if the jelly is ready to 
be taken from the fire, it will set within 
two min'ites of being poured into the 
plate. If it is not done, replace the pre- 
serving pan on the stove and let the 
jelly boil for five minutes before test- 
ing it again. Too much boiling is al- 
most as bad as too little, for in the 
latter case the jelly will not keep, and 
in the former the sugar candies if the 
preserve .is .stored for any length of 
time; therefore it will be seen that the 
success of the jelly depends to a great 
extent on its being boiled just the right 
length of time. 


On' taking the Jelly from the fire let 


It remain In the preserving pan for six 
or eight minutes, and then proceed to 


pour it into jars which are hot and per- 
fectly dry; fill the jars to within a lit- 
tle space of the top and let them stand 
in a cool corner of the kitchen until the 
following day. Then pour a little melt- 
ed white wax over the top of the jelly, 
and when it has hardened cover the 
jars v.'lth vegetable parchment and 
store in a cool place. The gooseberry 
pulp from which the juice was extract- 
ed may be mixed with a small propor- 
tion of the currant pulp and boiled up 
with sugar to make jam for immediate 
use. Raspberry 
or strawberry jelly 


should be made according to the recipe 
given above. 


Meal» Slionld Look Pretty. 


In the preparation of food it is im- 


portant to remember that no cookerj; 
is really successful unless our sense 
of sight be gratified as well as taste 
and smell. All food should look appe- 
tizing as well as taste and smell nice, 
and the effect of the best of cookery 
will be spoiled if the meal be not set 
in an orderly and pleasant room on a 
properly decked table. 


Let the tablecloth and serviettes (the 


latter should be used at every meal) be 
perfectly fresh and clean and as fine 
and good as you can afford. 
Take 


great care, too, that the glass, china, 
plate and cutlery are bright. In plac- 
ing the dishes on the table do it in 
such a way that they will look well, 
regarding the table as a whole. A few 
flowers, a growing plant or even a 
dish of fresh fruit, with green leaves, 
will add much to the decorative effect 
of the table, as will also the salad of 
lettuce and tomatoes or even the pret- 
ty little pats of butter garnished with 
parsley. 


The homeliest fare, if temptingly ar- 


ranged, is far more relished than more 
costly viands put on the table without 
care as to appearances. 
Do not over- 


crowd things. One can only eat a lim- 
ited amount, and the sight of quanti- 
ties of food is revolting to a delicate 
appetite. Finally, remember to make 
every meal a pleasant little function, at 
which all the senses may have refresh- 
ment.

The board of health is to be com- 


mended for taking the side of the pub-

on Ashland street. 
Ti is known that 


v/hen the pumps are in operat'on the 
surface water in th2 neighborhood dis- 
appears, showing that this wat3r find', 
its way into the 
< ity« suDp'y" 
The 


question is whether the 
filtration 


through the deep layer of earth to the 
pump tube level, remove the impurities 
from the -water. There is little doubt 
that after such filtering, a chemical 
analysis of the water will show it to 
he passably good, hut there is a deeper 
question, the question whether typho'd 
germs have found their way into the 
wens and would find their'war trom 
the wells into our water system. Tin- 
fortunately this cannot be demonstrat- 
ed in advance, and the only thing to do 
is to act} on suspicion if there is 
enough cause to make, *h- health de- 
partment suspicions of ths purity of 
the well water. A little less water and 
no typhoid would he better than an 
abundance- of both. 


THE SCHOOL HOUSE MATTER 


There is considerable peculiar dick- 


ering going on at the present time over 
the building of thf long proposed school 
house In the north section of the city. 
What it all amounts to no one can tell, 
but those who are responsible for the 
private conventions that are 
being 


held to settle in advance this matter of 
public business. Already one conven- 
tion has been held 
and another is 


called for this evening. Mayor Cady is 
responsible for the call in both in- 
stances. 


The school committee, the city coun- 


cil and the people of the city have con- 
sidered this school house matter closed. 
Committees from the council carefuiiy 
considered the buying of land and at 
last it was derided to purchase a lot 
from 
the hospital corporation. The 


school committee carefully discussed 
plans and after due deliberation de- 
ridf-r} on what they considered to b" a 
building in size and character suitable 
to the city's needs. The whole matter 
was takf-n before the council, after it 
had been before the people for months, 
and the council voted tile money for 
the site and for the building. It was 
th^n thought by everybody that 
the 


matter was closed and the school com- 
mittee began arranging for the build- 
ing r,( the school house. 


A point has come up with regard to 


the borrowing of money. Counsel for 
the institution from which the city in- 
tender] borrowing the money to build 
the school house discovered that the 
city council, in voting the school house 
loan, acted under the wrong section of 
the charter. The council passed upon 
the matter as it passes upon other 
matters of public business, forgetting 
that section 56 of the charter applied 
particularly to the incurring of the 
Kbool houHC loan. 
This section, in 


part, reads: "No loan except such as 
may be incurred In anticipation of 
taxes shall be made except upon and 
after the written recommendation of 
the mayor made to the council and 
passed by a two-thirds yea»and nay 
vote." The school house loan had not 
the written recommendation of the 
mayor and was not passed as this sec- 
tion of the charter prescribes. There- 
fore, counsel for the institution with 
which the city intended placing the 
school loan, hold that the loan cannot 
legally be made under the vote taken 
by the tity council. 


It would seem that the thing to do 


under the circumstances would be to 
vote the loan according to the charter 
provisions and go on with the building 
of the school house, but it is very evi- 
dent that the present difficulty is being 
seized upon as an opportunity tr» ^f- 
feat the school house project. Why 
this should be so, as we have already 
said, is known only to those who are 
responsible for the private conventions 
that are being held to discuss this mat- 
ter of public business. 


No one will doubt that had the mayor 


recommended the loan and returned 
the matter to the council without all 
this private consultation business the 
loan would have been voted and the 
school house would have been built as 
everybody has expected it was going to 
be. But a. new face may grow on af- 
fairs as a result of the private con- 
ventions to settle a matter of public 
business. It is quite well known that 
Mayor Cady does not want to recom- 
mend the loan. To do so would leave 
him more open than he is to the charge 
of having forgotten his promise of 
economy, which, his close friends be- 
lieve, would not further their third 
term ambition. If the council could go 
ahead with the matter without the 
mayor figuring in it, why it would be 
permitted to do so as it was permitted 
when it last acted upon it. But the 
charter brings the wheels to a stand- 
still xintil the mayor acts, hence the 
private conventions to settle a matter 
of public business. 
There is little 


doubt but that the private conventions 
will succeed one way or the other— one 
way in giving the mayor a, basis on 
which to withhold his recommendation, 
the other in placing half a dozen coun- 
cilrnen' in opposition to the project 
thereby making a two-thirds favorable 
vote a.n impossibility. 


There is just one legitimate reason 


for holding these private conventions 
to settle this mater of public business. 
That reason is, the advisability of 
making the expenditure for the school 
house. The need of the school house 
has been discovered, admitted and set- 
tled. The financial question, the ad- 
visability of borrowing a large sum to 
erect a school house, has been settled 
too. Everybody has admitted that the 
sum was large and that tiie city could 
not very easily afford it now, but in the 
face of all this there was- no public 
protest of cnnsequejnce againet the 
school house, and in face of it the pro- 
ject went successfully 
through 
the 


school committee, the council commit- 
tees and the council as well. The debt 
was to be incurred for a school build- 
ing and in North Adams it is believed 
a school building is a very good thing 
to go in debt for. 


Taking everything into consideration, 


why not build the school house? 


An inch of back bone is worth a 


thousand yards of private convention 
talk. 


If it was the intention to favorably 


pass upon the school house loan there 
would be no need of private conven- 
tions to settle a matter of public busi- 
ness,

REPORT ON ALASKA. 


Favorable to Stoe«i> and Cattle nnl«- 


inir o'u Kadtftk Irian'd. 


P. V. Covllle, cue of the botanists of 


the ngrlttuRural department, has Just 
returned to Washington after two 
months spent in sclehtiflc research In 
Alaska, says the St. Louis Globe-Deru- 
•ocrat. Mr. Coville was a member of 
the party -which B. H. Harritu.in, the 
railroad magnate of New York, look to 
Alaska. The party left Seattle May ill 
and returned Aug. 1. They went on a 
chartered steamer*." nd explored all the 
Islands and western coast of Alaska as 
far north as the Arctic ocean. 


"Wo gathered an enormous amount 


of material, which will take about a 
year to get ill shai/e for publication," 
Bald Mr. Coville, "but one of the most 
Interesting facts that I noted is the 
possibility of sheep and cattle raising 
In Alaska, especially sheep raising. On 
Kadiak island, rrtiich contains about 
8,000,000 acres, I found that the grass 
grew to the height of two feet and 
would furnish excellent grazing for 
sheep and cattle. 


"The mercury seldom goes below 


zero, and men who live on the Island 
have for years raised small flocks of 
sheep for their own use, and the sheep 
•wintered without any other food than 
that which they picked up. The stfow- 
fall not being heavy, the sheep were 
able to find grazing a-11 winter. 
The 


question of 'transportation might make 


i it impracticable for cattle raising, but 


wool can be shipped by slow going 
Btoaniers, and I see no roason why en- 
terprising ranchmen could not raise 
millions of sheep on Kadiak Island and 
along the coast of the peninsula close 
to the Island, for there are miles of the 
coast line of the peninsula where the 
grazing is as luxuriant as' on our west- 
ern farms."

KugllHh riders know all about active 
cnmpalgning in South Africa and took 
part in several of the most exciting 
activUi"s connected with the subjuga- 
tion of the Matabeles and the Mnsho- 
nas. 
These two men are Corporal 


llidgwell and Private Willliuu Bar- 
rett, who are members of the Seventh 
("Queen's Own") hussars and are in 
the United States on leave of absence. 


In the event of hostilities between 


the forces of her majesty aud Oom 
Paul these soldiers will be sure to bo 
recalled, as they belong to the regular 
reserve of the British army, which Is 
made up of the men who have served 
live yours "with the colors" in the 
field and are spending the remaining 
seven years of their enlistment in 
readiness to respond to the call to 
arms. 
The views of these seasoned 


young soldiers regarding the South 
African situation and the kind of cam- 
paigning which will take place if the 
Bcters do not nccede to the demands 
of Great Britate are of Interest, saya 
the Chicago Evening Post. They de- 
clare that every "English soldier who 
has served In South Africa nnd under- 
stands the treatment to which the ult- 
landers of the Transvaal have been 
subjected By tbe Boers will go into the 
fight with a spirit born of patriotism 
and will be inspired by the feeling that 
he is contending for a principle. 


In the opinion of these old campaign- 


ers there coultl be but one result of a 
conflict with the Dutch republic, and 
that would be an immediate and over- 
whelming victory for the British. They 
point out the fact that England con- 
trols the three gateways Into that 
country, t-hat the Boers would be uu- 
able to kind supplies and that there are 
12,000 available British soldiers in In- 
dia, whence transports would be able 
to make the trip in six days. Then 
the feeling of the natives is strong 
against the Boers owing to the fact 
that the latter hold the natives in prac- 
tical slavery. 
Many are unmercifully 


flogged by their Dutch masters on the 
slightest 
provocation. 
This 
harsh 


treatment serves to keep the natives 
ready to join in anything which prom- 
ises them the slightest relief from 
tneir servitude. 


"It is undoubtedly true," said Cor- 


poral RIdgwell, "that the Boers are 
well supplied with the latest arms and 
have the advantage of being thorough- 
ly intrenched in a rorrk'y, hilly country, 
with which they arc perfectly familiar. 
Their weakest point is their blindness 
to the strength of the British army. 
They are obtuse in the highest degree, 
and it is impossible to make them un- 
derstand that there are more British 
troops tlfin they have personally seen. 
This stupidity is so pronounced as to 
be absurd. No doubt President Kruger 
grasps to a degree the strength of his 
opponent from a military standpoint, 
but it is quite as certain that his chief 
advisers and his people in general on- 
tertain the belief that they can easily 
whip England. It would probably be 
impossible to find a people more blind- 
ly insular than the Boers." 


It is a matter of no little surprise to 


Barrett and Ridgwell to find that 
Scout Burnham, who served the Char- 
tered company in the Matabele cam- 
paign of 1807, is not almost as well 
known in America as "Buffalo Bill." 
"I arn astonished," said Barrett, "that 
Buruham'e 
name 
is 
not 
known 


throughout the United States. 
His 


fame in South Africa is great, and his 
dashing exploit in putting an end to 
Ohmada, the great 'witch doctor' and 
chief of the Matabeles, made him a. 
hero among the soldiers as well as 
umong the people. 
All the circum- 


stances surrounding his feat were of a 
kind to bring about this result, nnd 
the exploit itself was one of the "most 
exciting I ever witnessed. 
I never 


heard Burnham called by nny other 
name or title than 'scout.' He was 
nbout 35 years old when he -won fame 
and was n typical Amerlca'n in appear- 
ance. He was born and reared In the 
United States, so I was told, but chanc- 
ed to drift out to South Afrlpn. where 
he found opportunity for indulging his 
love of adventure. 


"The cause of the uprising wns the 


power the great witch doctor exerted 
Dver his followers by appealing to their 
superstitions. He told them that by 
reason of his conjurings the bullets of 
the English would have no more effect 
on them than so many drops of wa- 
ter. This and many other things of a 
similar character they firmly believed, 
with the result that they sceinod to 
lose their natural human fear. Conse- 
quently it wns determined by those In 
command of tho British troops that the 
witch doctor must be taken dead or 
alive, and orders were Issued to that 
effect. 
To old In this result Scout 


Burnham was furnished by the Char- 
fcred company for a guide nnd leader 
in tracking the chief. Tho Matabeles 
had, it was believed, taken refuge in 
n certain cave near the top of a hill, 
tlie approach to which was hy a nar- 
row ravine studded with a peculiar 
thorn bush having long, white- thorns 
which do savage work on the limbs of 
tho mnn or horse tbat attempts to 
force a way through the undergrowth. 


"We were camped on the plain at the 


beginning of Uiis ravine, aud Biirnuara 
started out with two picked men to 
make a recounoissanee. 
Every man 


who saw them go into the thicket 
knew that Ihey were taking big 
chances of not returning. They went 
forward cautiously as far as they 
could go and dismounted almost at the 
beginning of the ground covered with 
liugc bowlders In front of the cave. 
These rocky were spread over quite an 
nrea of the hillside and afforded the 
tatlvos an Ideal ambush. 


"Suddenly (he witch doctor nppenr- 


«d at the mouth of the CAVC, and at! 


tbe same Instant Burnham x^usfhave 
caught a glimpse of the blacks be- 
hind the bowlders. At any rate, bo 
saw they, were In a trap aud fired at 
the breast of the chief Just In 'time to 
escape the" spear that'was thrown at 
his head. 
Then the men leaped on 


their horses and made a dash down the 
hill for the r*vlue. Of course the firing 
was a signal for sending the troops at 
hot pace up the ravine, where they met 
Bnruham and his men. With the old 
witch doctor dead and his strange pow- 
er over the tribesmen at an end the 
flght was of short duration and result- 
ed in as significant a victory as had 
been hoped." • - 


"Yes," interrupted Rldgwell, "the 


caves In the hills were tbe places to 
which the natives always retwated 
when- hard pressed. It was in these 
places that they stored their grain, 
and they could have stood a long siege 
in those subterranean passages if it 
hadn't bceri for tbe fact that they 
were without water. 
Wo had been 


buck in camp at Gwelo only a short 
time when orders came taking us to 
Mashonaland. 
Baden Powell was Jn 


command of the impo«tial forces, with 
Colonel Paget seconds' The Mashonas 
were driven to a big hill which we 
later found was honeyconhbed with 
caves. 


"Almost all the natives regard the 


imperial soldier with peculiar rever- 
ence and will never deliberately fire 
upon him, even in a general engage- 
jieatj unless strongly pressed. 
This 


was shown by the fact that the South 
African volunteers were the men who 
suffered In a battle with the natives. 
Th« death rate among the men with 
helmets was comparatively low. There 
was afeo a general disposition on the 
part of the Matabeles and the Masho- 
nas to talk and parley with the im- 


. perial troops. 
These conditions com- 
| bined to make ttie volunteers bitter to- 
| ward their black foes, while tbe lat- 


i ter stood In superstitious awe of the 


men with the helmets. 


"Well, when we closed In on the 


Mnshonas, having surrounded the hill, 
the black,s disappeared into their caves, 
into which we at once began to throw 
shells, having a battery of mule back 
and tripod guns with us. Finally the 
big chief, 'whose name was pronounced 
Mashomgombie, stalked boldly out of 
the mouth of the cave and was evi- 
dently Intending to enter into a parley 
with the commander of the imperial 
forces. BUt a detail of volunteers was 
standing near, and before the chief 
had an opportunity to surrender he 
wae riddled by a volley. That broke 
the backbone of the uprising. 
The 


fight'in the caves lasted 36 hours. 


"The 
blunderbusses, 
or 
elephant 


guns, used by the natives are wicked 
things of enormous bore. The soldiers 
called them 'family guns,' for the rea- 
son that the charges found in those 
whioh fell into our hands appeared to 
have been made up by all the members 
of the warrior's household. The charge 
was a mixture of pot legs, buttons, 
scraps of telegraph" wire, stones and 
bits of metal in almost every shape. 
These arms were never fired from the 
shoulder, but from the hip. The wo- 
men are fully as good fighters as the 
men—in fact, I have seen some of the 
latter hide behind their Wives, think- 
ing the English would not fire on a 
woman warrior. 


"When going out on a scouting ex- 


pedition, it is impossible to take ra- 
tions for more than about two weeks. 
After these give out one must rely on 
game, but if this is not to be had wild 
peanuts and maize are the staple ar- 
ticles of the campaigner's diet. 'Some- 
times he gets down to horse meat, and 
I can testify from experience that it 
is not so bad as might be thought. 
The worst sufferings of the soldier in 
the South African bush arise from the 
lack of water. The natives in time of 
war are quick to appreciate this fact 
and destroy the wells after having tak- 
en out a good supply of water for 
themselves. 


"Quite a number of soldiers in the 


'Queen's Own' had terrible experi- 
ences as a result of getting lost. Ser- 
geant Major Handsley became sep- 
arated from the troops nnd wandered 
for five tiays about the hills and plains. 
He had no weapon of any kind, but 
fortunately chanced to pick up the bot- 
tom of a broken bottle thrown aside by 
some hunter, and with this he man- 
aged to scoop up water enough to keep 
him from perishing of thirst. Search 
parties were sent out in all directions, 
and at night rockets were sent up to 
attract his attention. 
It developed, 


however, that his situation of nights 
was not favorable to taking advantage 
of the friendly signals. 
Lions were 


many in that section,-and they com- 
pelled him to take refuge in a tr^e 
every night and remain until broad 
daylight. At the end of five days we 
found the po'ir fellow and finally nurs- 
ed him around all right. But one of- 
ficer who wn-. lost for three days be- 
came insane and died as a result of 
his experienc"

Major Insulin Find* tor HU Latest 


CnlonlRtloni Tbat the Kevr Type 
Six Inch Gnu Can Sena n Shot Near- 
ly Fifteen MIIcu—Ilia Remarkable 
Accuracy. 
The firing capabilities of the new 


high powered C Inch guns designed for 
future ships of the United States navy 
and for coast defense batteries hare 
Just been determined by calculations 
made by Major James M. Ingalls, First 
United States artillery, says the New 
York Post. Major Ingalls finds that 
one of the new 6 iucn guns" can throw 
a projectile a distance of 14.7G miles. 
The greatest range ever obtained hith- 
erto by a piece of ordnance was 12Vi 
miles. This latter range was recorded 
for a 0,43 inch Krupp gun, which was 
fired on the Meppon range in Getinany 
in 1892. Previous to the German long 
distance bhot the record was held by a 
9.2 Inch English gun, which was fired 
at Shoeburyp°ss on the occasion of the 
Jubilee celebration in 18S8. " Major In- 
galls' calculations for the new type 0 
inch gun are based on a muzzle veloc- 
ity for the projectile of 3,000 foot sec- 
onds and a weight of shell of 105 
pounds. The gun he lays at an angle 
of elevation of 45 degrees. The maxi- 
mum ordinate, or the culmination point 
attained by the shell in its flight, is 
30,549 feet. In other words, the shell 
attains a height above the muzzle of 
the gun of 30,549 feet. The total time 
consumed by the shell in its flight Is 
82.5 seconds. 


Major Ingalls has lotag been identi- 


fied with the Artillery School For Offi- 
cers at Fort Monroe. He is the officer 
who, previous to tire firing of the fa- 
mous Shoeburyness shot in England, 
made the closest calculation as to 
where the shell would fall. 
While 


many foreign officers placed the fall 
of the projectile at points varying from 
1.500 to 3,000 yards in rear of where 
the shell actually fell, Major (then Cap- 
tain) Ingalls' calculation was only 150 
yards short. The wonderful part of it 
all is that In working back with the 
actual atmospheric data which pre- 
vailed at Shoeburyness at the moment 
of firing Major Ingalls was able to 
place the shot, by calculation, practi- 
cally in the very hole it made. 


The time of 82.5 seconds, which Ma- 


jor Ingalls says will be consumed by 
tbe flight of a 6 inch shell, exceeds by 
12.3 seconds the time occupied by the 
German record shot in 1892. The Ger- 
man shot, in ranging to a distance of 
12% miles, obtained a maximum height 
of 21,450 feet. The enormous muzzle 
velocity of 3,000 foot seconds, which 
Major Ingalls uses as a basis for his 
calculations, is an actuality which has 
been afforded by the new smokeless 
powder of the United States. About 
the best' velocities obtained -broad 
from (5 inch guns at present are less 
than 2,800 foot seconds. 


The new battleship Maine and her 


sisters, Ohio and Missouri, will each 
carry sixteen C inch guns. The C inch 
guns used by the American fleet at 
Manila and which did such excellent 
service there, require for each gun a 
crew of 12 men. It is deemed good 
work if one of the old type 6 inch 
guns can maintain aimed lire at the 
rate of 1\<- shots per minute. General- 
ly speaking, the rate of aimed fire is 
one shot per minute. For the new 6 
inch guns a rate of nine shots per 
minute is recorded, and this rate of 
fire has been secured, it is declared, by 
a gun's crew numbering only four 
men. 


The new 6 inch guns will be 50 cali- 


bers long, or 25 feet. The majority of 
the new English G inch naval guns 
have a length of 23 feet 3 inches. The 
English G inch weapons employ shells 
weighing 100 pounds. When using a 
charge of 25 pounds of cordite, the 
English 6 inch gun yields a muzzle ve- 
locity of 2,750 feet, with a resultant 
In muzzle energy of 5,340 foot tons. 
Owing to the enormous velocities af- 
forded by the new smokeless powder 
of the United States, the necessity of 
keeping down the weight of navy 
shells in order to insure flatter trs- 
jectorles no longer exists, and already 
steps are being made looking to an 
increase in the weight of projectiles 
for a number of naval calibers. From 
what can be learned, the new weights 
will approximate closely to those now 
employed by the army. The navy 8 
inch gnu uses a 250 pound shell, the 
army 8 inch gun a 300 pound shell. 
The navy 12 inoh gun employs an 850 
pound projectile, as compared with 
1,050 pounds for the army 12 inch. 
The advantages afforded by the larger 
shell aiv grratcr carrying capacity for 
contained explosive and an increased 
energy of impact on comparatively 
low chamber pressures.

Corporal Sample, Shot ThrongrU the 


Bead, Telia How It Feeln. 


A letter from Corporal Frank I. Sam- 


ple, the young Twentieth Kansas sol- 
dier who was shot through the brain 
at San Fernando, in the Philippines, 
lias just been received at Leavenworth,' 
Kan., says the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. In it he tells how it feels to be 
shot through the head and to have part 
of the brain removed. The boy seems 
to Lave plenty left, and his letter, 
which was written from the general 
hospital at the Presidio, Cal., and dat- 
ed Aug. 20, 1899, reads as follows: 


"Dear Friend—I just received your 


uiost welcome letter and was glad to 
know that you had not forgotten me. 
It is true one geaerally 'kicks the 
bucket' when he gets it in the head, 
especially if they take out most of his 
brains, which they did for me. • I didn'tj 
know a thing for 21 days after I waS| 
hit, didn't even know that I was hit 
at all, and they wouldn't tell me where 
I was hit. They never told me that U 
was hit in the back of the head, with 
the shell of a Remington. Of course, 
I did not know the difference until I 
•went on the hospital ship Relief. That 
doctor, who wa's a fine one, told me 
where I was shot and said I had no 
business to be there at all, that I, 
should be dead. I told him that he 
might think so, but I didn't. 


"The bullet (a Mauser) struck me an 


Inch behind the left temple, passing 
through the brain and coming out in 
the same position on the opposite side. 
Everybody thought I was dead except 
the doctors. I was dead to the world. 
When I did coine to, I was in ward 2, 
first reserve, Manila. If you has^e a 
newspaper picture of me, 'I wish you 
would send it to me. I would like very 
much to have a newspaper cut of my- 
self. But if the newspaper is gone, 
never bother about it. I fsoi as g 
now as though'I was the best man in 
town and have never had a headache 
since I was shot. How is that? I have" 
often been asked what my head was 
made of, and all I could say was 
'something soft.' 
It certainly isn't 


brittle, or it would have been blown 
off. 
I will most likely have to stay 


here six weeks yet, as it will take my, 
head at least that long to be' well."

Elaborate Preparations For the 


Admiral's Home Coming.

RARE'POSTAGE STAMP. 


A Recalled Cnban Stamp Now In 


Great Demand by Philatelists. 


The stamp collectors of the country 


are getting excited over a new rarity 
in philatelism. 
Last December, ac- 


cording to a Washington dispatch to 
the Philadelphia Public Ledger, when, 
in a hurried order, it was decided to 
furnish 
Cuba with letter 
stamps, 


there woce 2,000,000 of our ordinary 
pink 2 cent stamps printed with the 
inscription across the face, "Cuba, 2% 
de Peso." This meant two and one- 
half hundrpdths of one peso, a postal 
rate which, it seems, does not exist in 
Cuba. A question of the rates in Cuba 
arose, and in the hurry to get the 
stamps off the order was given for the 
2Vn de peso stamp under the belief 
that there was a 2ya cent rate of post- 
age in Cuba. 


Later this mistake was discovered, 


and all the stamps not sold were order- 
ed returned. When the stamps were 
first issued, little attention was paid 
to them by philatelists, but as soon ag 
it was announced that a mistake had 
been made and no more of the stamps 
were to be printed, and those not sold 
were to be recalled, the stamp col- 
lectors began hoarding them, and they 
are now In great demand and will soon 
be considered very rare.

Whether considered from a patriotic 


or commercial standpoint or both, the 
coming Dewoy celebration will be the 
greatest event of the kind in New 
York city, if not In the country. Be- 
fore it even the great triumphal home 
comings of the Roman conquerors of 
historic times will pale into insignifi- 
cance, says the New York Herald. 
While Scipio and Caesar and Augus- 
tus aud the rest of that group dazzled 
their countrymen on their return from 
victorious wars with long retinues of 
hostages, slaves and captured leaders 
of the so called barbarians whose col- 
ors they had lowered, and Rome held 
games and feasts in honor of their 
proud achievements, yet the old timers 
had little conception of the splendor 
and brilliance which mark in modern 
times the ovations a great nation 
gives its heroes. In the case of Ad- 
miral Dewey, judging from the elab- 
orate preparations now being rushed 
to completion in New York city espe- 
cially, even the great Washington cen- 
tennial inauguration celebration of a 
decade ago will be, in point of bril- 
liance and splendor, as the flickering 
light of a candle vo the dazzling efful- 
gence of incandescent lamps. 


The Washington centennial, which 


has hitherto held the palm for cele- 
brations of this kind, was estimated to 
have cost about §2,000,000 in round 
numbers. A decorator who has been 
actively engaged in business in New 
York for a quarter of a century said 
the other day that, in his opinion, the 
expenditures in New York alone for 
decorations by day, illuminations by 
night and festivities in general in hon- 
or of the hero of Manila bay will easi- 
ly be three times as much, or $6,000,- 
000. 


"No such enthusiasm in this re- 


spect," he said, "has ever been arous- 
ed. Thr 5150,000 that the city will 
spend officially is a mere bit in com- 
parison with the aggregate that pri- 
vate citizens and corporations will lay 
out in honor of the admiral. Every 
decorating establishment in the city 
is simply overwhelmed with orders 
for work for the occasion. The un- 
usual feature this year Is that the 
decorations of private houses, office 
buildings, hotels, clubs and 
even 


churches will be practically unlimited. 
Hitherto it has been customary to 
decorate only such dwellings and 
places of business as were on the line 
of "parade. There will be no such lim- 
itation this year, and not only will 
buildings be decorated all over the 
city proper, but all the boroughs are 
making preparations that wpuld have 
been the case if each one of them, and 
not Manhattan, was to be the special 
theater of the great event. 


"Orders for decorating stores, offices 


and dwellings, moreover, are being 
given with unheard of prodigality. 
The 
prosperity 
which 
everybody 


seems to be enjoying is apparently a 
great factor in the patriotic desires 
of the people generally to show their 
pride in the achievements of Dewey 
and his men and ships. It looks to 
us in the business of decorating as if 
the event will create a high water 
mark that will stand for many genera- 
tions." 


The largest sums will probably be 


spent by the big insurance companies, 
hotels and clubs. Some of these will 
expend §10,000 for dressing their 
buildings from roof to basement in 
such gala garb as they have never be- 
fore worn. The range will extend 
down to probably about $25 for deco- 
rating doorways, but the great bulk of 
the $6,000,000 estimate will undoubt- 
edly be spent in even smaller sums 
for draping in the national colors and 
other ornamentation of private dwell- 
ings. 


Such a great demand has had a strik- 


ing effect already on the prices of ma- 
terials used for decorative purposes. 
Bunting and turkey red and blue, for 
Instance, have already gone up about 
20 per cent, and are advancing daily, 
until, it is expected, the present prices 
will perhaps be doubled. As yet the 
price of flags, small, medium and large, 
has not risen quite so fast, but the de- 
mand has not yet set in, except on 
the part of the foresighted, who, how- 
ever, are always the smallest portion 
of the great body of citizens. The 
majority will wait until the last few 
weeks to supply themselves, and the 
rush will then be so great that makers 
t>f emblems will have to keep their fac- 
tories running day and night, paying 
double wages for overtime labor, nr.d 
thus being compelled to advance- tlieir 
prices accordingly. 


As to bunting and turkey red and 


blue, which are the materials moat 
largely used among woven or other 
textile goods, it is estimated that at 
least 20,000,000 yards will be used, at 
an average cost of 20 cents a yard, 
the total valuation therefore reaching 
the startling amount of $4,000,000. 
Dealers, of course, have already stock- 
ed up largely, but the bunting houses 
Tn the dry goods district nre still rush- 
ed with orders, many storekeepers in 
various parts of the greater city hav- 
ing decided, for the time being at 
least, to add these wares to their stock. 


Orders are now being placed for 


these goods in rolls and pieces by 
stores that never before handled them 
—grocery, crockery, hardware, toy and 
other such retail establishments In 
Btiitca iKiiiud, liiooKij n, mo iiroax, 
Wcstchcstcr, Jersey (Jity, Hobotten, 
Newark and Long Island, not to men- 
tion Manhattan. Thus the mills down 
cnst arc being kept unusually busy, 
every loom' bring at work. Forty yawl 
rolls of 18 inch bunting that sold be- 
fore the war with Spain for $4 are now 
bringing SG. Early In the war the price 
rose to $12, and the trade would not 
be surprised If that figure should be 
reached on th!s occasion. During the 
war many persons who had never 
made a flag in their life went into the 


business. 
A large portion of them 


made money, so groat was the demand 
for flags, but many found themselves 
with big stocks of bunting on their 
bunds after the extraordinary demand 
ceased for which there was practically 
no market. These hnd to be closed 
out at Job lot prices, and dealers and 
decorators wfco have constant use for 
bunting gobbled them up at figures 
which mean a rich harvest for them 
now. 


"Of course," explained the decorator 


quoted, "I do not mean that the 20,- 
000,000 yards that will be used in the 
Dewey celebration will be all new 
bunting and turkey red and blue, for a 
great part of the decorations will be 
rented by decorators out of stock. 
However, the new material will bo of 
enormous quantity, and all of & i-nr-uic 
manufacture at that. The dt-n 
ia 


such that many yards of bunriri,; ad 
every flag now in the stock 01 tiw,- 
rators will be used, and the reijp.u 
ments for new cloth arc so extensive , 
that I for one expect that prices will 
go even higher than they were at any 
time during the war." 


The fireworks trade is not less ac- 


tive. Dealers declare that conditions 
promise to be as lively as on the 
Fourth of July. 
The small boy, ap- 


parently, intends to have just as much 
fun and make just as much noise 
when Dewey comes home as on the 
anniversary of the nation's birth. Toy 
stores are clamoring for Dewey cnn- 
nou, Dewey crackers and Dewey 
everything else in the Fourth of July 
catalogue of Young America. 
The 


only regret the wholesalers feel is that 
they did not foresee this big demand 
for such goods, and they will ap- 
parently be cleaned out. of their stocks 
before Dewey day arrives. 


Lithographers and others who print 


and paint portraits are also reaping & 
harvest. 
Thousands upon thousands 


of likenesses of the admiral are being 
run off. It seems that enough are be- 
ing provided to enable every man, wo- 
man and child of Greater New York 
to have one. Street venders will be 
supplied with a great variety of arti- 
cles—buttons, handkerchief flags, ban- 
ners, tin horns, pictures and a whole 
lot of other things too numerous to 
mention—while carpenters will havo 
their hands full building public and 
private stands, which will be many 
times more numerous than on any 
previous occasion. 
The advertising 


schemes, in the form of programmes, 
pamphlets and the like, are not to be 
forgotten, and the printing trades will 
also be benefited. 


When It Is considered, moreover, 


that vast throngs of excursionists will 
pour into the city from all over the 
country, spending in the aggregate an 
immense sum for hotel accommoda- 
tions and the like, it is readily seen 
that from the commercial standpoint 
the city will be an immense gainer 
from the coming Dewey celebration.

PROGRESS MADE IN CUBA. 


Major Stnr&ls, Recently Returned, 


Speak* of Present Conditions. 


Major S. D. Sturgis, who has been 


on General Fltz-Hugh Lee's staff in 
Cuba and who also served in the Phil- 
ippines, was in Chicago recently on his 
way to Manila, wht^re he has been or- 
dered. He reported to General M. V. 
Sheridan and will soon leave for the 
Philippines. 
Discussing the 
condi- 


tions in Cuba, Major Sturgis said to a 
Chicago Record reporter: 


"The hardest part of the work of re- 


construction in the Cuban provinces 
has been done, and the conditions are 
all that could be, expected considering 
the length of time the Americans have 
been in command. The giving away of 
rations has been stopped. Of course 
there is still much poverty, but there 
is no distress. The government has 
been able to provide work for all who 
wanted it at from 75 cents to $2 a 
day, and the natives for the most part 
have taken readily to work. S*me of 
them persist in resting after they have 
worked two or three days, but the 
number of these is small considering 
the fact the Cubans had never been 
taught to work. Many of the alcaldes 
themselves perform manual labor. 


"Planting the devastated lands Is 


going on rapidly, and six months from 
now the island should be exceedingly 
prosperous. Much of the sugar land is 
being planted In tobacco because the' 
cane could not have been crushed ow- 
ing to the destruction of the sugar 
houses during the war. The receipts 
of the insular government are in ex- 
cess of the expenses, and the surplus is 
being used in the improvement of the 
public schools and other public institu- 
tions. 
The police system has been 


brought to a high degree of efficiency 
for rural police, and the hospital sys- 
tem is receiving much attention. There 
seems to be nothing but prosperity 
ahead for the island." 


CURIOUS KAFFIR CUSTOM. 


It* Recent Observance Predlota Vic- 


tory For the Boen. 


It is customary among Kaffir tribes, 


when trouble is brewing among them- 
selves or with white races, to skin 
oxen alive in order to ascertain which 
side will win, says the New York Trib- 
une. A white ox always represents the 
Dutch, a red ox the English and a 
black one the natives. The Basutos In 
the Free State, having heard of the 
trouble between the English govern- 
ment and the Transvaal, put their old 
custom to the test a short time ago. 


They reported that the white ox lived 


four days longer than the other one; 
both oxen were skinned alive. 
The 


result is that the Basutos think if war 
comes about that the Boers will win, 
and they have decided to take no part 
In any trouble that, may ensue.

• Kentucky clubwomen have under- 
taken a crusade against slang. The 
federation of i^nt. state has prepared a 
petition that is to be sent to school 
principals and teachers asking their 
co-operation to secure a more careful 
use of English, says the New York 
Tribune.

NORTH ADAMS 


French Silk Merchant Tblnks a Crl- 


»ls Is at Hand For France. 


Reui Dubuffet, a wealthy silk mer- 


chant of Paris, was at the Auditorium 
Annex the other day, says the Chica- 
go Record, on his way to Japan. He 
left Paris Aug. 12, just before the 
shooting of Labori, Dreyfus' counsel. 
He said: 


"Nearly as much uncertainty pre- 


vails in France as to the outcome of 
the Dreyfus case as there is in Ameri- 
ca. It will probably be about three 
weeks before judgment is rendered, 
and, in my opinion, the action of the 
court, no matter what it may be, will 
precipitate the raost dangerous crisis 
France has had to face for many 
years. Speaking from general and un- 
prejudiced observation, I would, say 
that in Marseilles, Lyons and the oth- 
er large cities of France which are 
manufacturing centers and consequent- 
ly centers of, socialism the majority are 
Dreyfusards. 
In the provinces and 


agricultural districts the sentiment Is 
against the prisoner. Paris is divided 
in about the proportion of two for the 
army to one for, Dreyfus. The ma- 
jority of the Parisians express the be- 
lief that he will be convicted a second 
time, but there are practically no facts 
at hand upon which to base that be- 
lief. 


"With scarcely an exception the 


army officials uoally believe him guilty. 
General Chaaoine, minister of war un- 
der Brisson, who is a man above re 
proach, told me after be had resigned 
that he believed Dreyfus guilty. While 
the army wants him convicted to pro- 
tect itself, it) is undoubtedly true that 
the 
officers 
really believe that he 


should be convicted because he is 
guilty. Dreyfus is an exceedingly cold 
and unsympathetic man, who is not 
liked personally even by those who are 
doing the most for him. In fact, it is 
not a question any longer of the guilt 
or innocence of an individual, but the 
whole matter is a question of race. 


"In the event of an acquittal I do not 


believe that the anti-Dreyfus element 
would precipitate a revolution, because 
to do so would be for the majority to 
rebel, an unheard of and absurd thing. 
And they would be largely influenced 
toward peace by commercial reasons 
and the fear of making the exposition 
a failure. But if Dreyfus is convicted 
I believe that another revolution will 
be probable. 
The Jewish 
bankers 


would first exert all their influence to 
secure another hearing for the prison- 
er, and this failing the worst might be 
expected. 


"For two years business has been 


very much demoralized in all branches 
by th.e Dreyfus excitement. This last 
year it'has been especially bad. For- 
eigners and the provincials are afraid 
to come to Paris. The uncertainty as 
to the outcome of the affair prevents 
wholesalers from laying in large stocks 
and hurts manufacturing. Investments 
of French capital are being made else- 
where than in France. 
If Dreyfus is 


convicted, the Jewish bankers will 
probably refuse to come to the aid of 
the government, and suspension of pay- 
ment by the government banks follow- 
ed by a panic would not be improbable. 
In short, it is the general opinion 
among the conservative Frenchmen 
that France will be lucky if the ques- 
tion is settled in five years, whether 
Dreyfus is found guilty or innocent, 
and many believe that peace will not 
be restored^ill the Jews are driven out 
of France as were the Protestants."

Kxtra provision has been made 
for haste in the inspection of all the 
plumbing in the city, street sprinkling 
has been stopped, and every precau- 
tion is being taken. 


The pump will be started next Mon; 


day morning, in. all probability, and as 
announced in this paper some days ago, 
will be run for about three days to 
clean the pipes, which have not been 
used for three years. The water thus 
pumped will be run into the sewers. 
Then a sample of the water will be 
taken and sent away 
for 
analysis,

If it can then be used, H will be turn- 


ed into the reservoir, if the need still 
continues.

The action of the board of health in 


forbidding the use of the well water 
has aroused a great deal of discussion 
The water was examined many times 
when it was in use befoi-e, and it was 
the general opinion of city officials and 
physicians that these analyses showed 
it to bp pure and safe to use for drink- 
ing water. 
The board, however, in- 


sists that it is dangerous, and be- 
lieves that it should be permanently 
condemned. 


There has been no doubt at any time 


that to begin its use would mean an 
epidemic of stomach 
troubles in the 


city, lasting perhaps a week or two 
weeks. 
This would naturally result 


from changing drinking water In the 
summer time, combined -with the fact 
that the well water Is much colder 
than the reservoir water, and much 
harder. Several phyic'ans have Kail 
in speaking of it that if peopl° won11 
use proper precautions in drinking the 
water, recognizing that it was no1'' — 
and of a different qualit:/, there would 
be little sickness resulting, but that in 
any case the trpuble would not be 
serious, and would last only a short 
time. 


Other physicians who have been seen 


sile with the hoard of health and say 
that the use of the water would un- 
doubtedly result in an epidemic of dis- 
ease through the city which would be 
more 
serious than 
mild 
stomach 


troubles.

At this she sars the man 
void her to wait a minute and when 
she did not do ?o he seized her, and 
threw her down, as reported in the 
story under the Williamstown news. 


The man's statemBnt is given above.
